DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 5, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sugimoto et al. (U.S. Patent Number 4,649,743). 

Sugimoto et al. teach frequency analyzing means of calculating data of 
frequencies of the plurality of rotating bodies by analyzing frequencies of the data of the 
sounds or vibrations (see col. 3, lines 38-57); order converting means of calculating 
orders in response to specifications of the plurality of rotating bodies based on data of 
frequencies of the plurality of rotating bodies (see col. 3, lines 24-37); speed converting 
means of calculating speed of the vehicle based on data of the number of revolutions of 
the plurality of rotating bodies (see col. 2, lines 25-41); and means of displaying 
acoustic pressure levels acquired based on the data of the sounds or vibrations in a 
manner corresponding to the orders and the vehicle speed (see col. 4, lines 33-53). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-4, 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests means of reproducing sounds 
having a specified order selected based on display of the displaying means. 

Prior art

applicant's disclosure: 

Kawasaki et al. ['646] disclose gear noise evaluation system. 
Kostun ['595] discloses method of tuning a vehicle.
